leaders of Israel's Labor party agreed to form 
a minority cabinet today, and the Israeli state 
radio attributed the reconciliation to rising ten- 
sion on the Syrian front. 


The broadcast did not elaborate, but Israeli 


newspapers published reports from abroad 
that the Syrians were concentrating forces 
along a 40-mile front on the Golan Heights. 


Mrs. Meir made plans to submit her new 


minority cabinet to President Ephraim Katzir 
after winning Defense Minister Moshe Dayan's 
agreement to remain in the government. And 
the National Religious party, whose decision to 
stay out of the cabinet prevented Mrs. Meir's 
putting together a majority in parliament, said 
it was reconsidering its position. 


Dayan withdrew his resignation at a meeting 


of the old cabinet Tuesday night. The meeting 
had been called to discuss developments in 
either foreign affairs or national security that 
the government cloaked in secrecy and nobody 
would explain. 


However, Transport Minister Shimon Peres, 


Dayan's closest political colleague, said there 
had been a "change in the situation." He said 
the all-party national unity government that he 
and Dayan had demanded was no longer 
feasible because "what has to be done has to be 
done quickly, and I don't think that, under the 
present circumstances, a government of na- 
tional unity could be formed with the necessary 
speed." 


Peres, the No. 2 man in Dayan's Rafi wing of 


the ruling Labor party, said he also was joining 
the new government. 


The National Religious party, Labor's 


traditional coalition partner, had refused to 
join the new government because Mrs. Meir 
would not agree to religious legislation it 
demanded. But a switch was indicated by the 
party leader, Yitzhak Rafael, who said in a 
radio interview: 


"The quick and unexpected developments in 


the last 12 hours that made Moshe Dayan 
return to his position will undoubtedly have an 
influence on the NRP."

Policemen, Firemen Bargaining 
Issue Will Be on April Ballot 


Area Motorists Speeding Up; 
DPS Determined To Get Them

Golden Circle motorists eased 


off the accelerator for awhile, but 
apparently the novelty of a 55- 
mile an hour speed limit has 
faded for many. 


Sgt. J. F. Scott, local Texas 


Highway Patrol supervisor, says 
many area 
motorists 
are 


speeding up again after a good, 
slow start with the state's new 
maximum speed limit. 


The 55-mile standard became 


effective Jan. 20. 


"For the first couple of weeks, 


people were slowing down," 
according to Sgt. Scott. 
Since 


then, he added, the trend has 
been just the opposite. 


THESE 
OBSERVATIONS 


coincide with those made by Col. 
Wilson E. Speir, director of the 
Texas Department of Public 
Safety. In a news release con- 
cerning the speed limit, Speir 
said he is "disturbed" about the 
situation. 


Speir said his office has 


received numerous complaints 
from Texas motorists about 
drivers who refuse to heed the 55- 
mile maximum. For that reason, 
he said, he has directed in- 
tensification of enforcement 
efforts. 


Scott confirmed local highway 


patrolmen are intensifying their 


enforcement efforts. He said 
local troopers are issuing "a lot" 
of speeding citations, but termed 
it "very difficult" to make any 
comparison with a similar period 
last year. 


Scott said most complaints his 


office 
has 
received 
from 


motorists concern trucks. He 
noted, for example, a two-vehicle 
accident last weekend — in which 
no one was injured — involving a 
truck that was traveling faster 
than the involved car. 


SPEIR SAID he has received 


complaints 
from 
motorists 


complying with the law who are 
"frightened and angered" by 
drivers who pass them "at speeds 
dangerously above the legal 
limit." 


Speir added "tailgaters" have 


also been the subject of numerous 
complaints. 


Statewide, Speir said, the 


number of speeding citations has 
increased during recent weeks. 
He said the department has 
observed many motorists "have 
been gradually 'inching' up their 
speeds," particularly since the 
newness 
of 
the 
reduced 


maximum has worn off. 


Speir said surveys taken by the 


DPS when the 55-mile limit 
became effective showed "a high 
degree of voluntary complaince 
on the part of Texas drivers." 


After postponing the issue 


twice, Corsicana's City Com- 
mission agreed Tuesday to call 
a special election concerning 
adoption 
of 
a 
collective 


bargaining pact proposed by the 
local 
Firemen's 
and 


Policemen's Associations. 


The commission adopted a 


resolution incorporating the 
special election as part of the 
April 2 municipal election. This 
action will eliminate the need 
for calling a separate election at 
added expense to the city. 


FIREMAN George Scott, No. 


5 
Substation 
commander, 


presented petitions bearing the 
signatures 
of 602 qualified 


voters to the commission during 
Tuesday's 
meeting. 
The 


petitions request the city to 
conduct an election to deter- 
mine adoption of a new state 
law on fire and pob'ce employe 
relations. 


Scott told the commission that 


approximately 500 signatures 
are required by law to bring the 
petitions to the city. This figure 
represents five per cent of the 
persons who voted in Cor- 
sicana's last general municipal 
election, according to Scott. 


The special election will be 


incorporated into the April 2 
general election if ballots can be 
prepared in time, according to 
the commission's decision. City 
Secretary Nelda Neal is in 
charge 
of 
checking 
the 


signatures on the petitions to 
ascertain all represent qualified 
voters. 


ABSENTEE voting in the 


general election begins March 
13, according to Mrs. Neal, so 
the ballots must be prepared by 
that date. 


If the ballots cannot be 


readied, state law requires the 
city to hold a special election 
within 60 days after presen- 
tation of the petition to the 
commission, Scott noted. 


Mayor Youngblood reminded 


the commissioners Tuesday if 
the matter had been considered 
during the last meeting, "we 
would not have this problem. 


The issue was tabled during 


the 
commission's 
Feb. 5 


meeting when first explained by 
Fireman Michael Neal. Comm. 
P. D. Fullwood said at that time 
the commission needed time to 
study the proposal. 


Consideration of the action 


remained tabled during the 
commission's last (Feb. 19) 
meeting when none of the 
commissioners would voice a 
motion to consider it.

settling these disputes." 


SCOTT told the commission 


the associations could have 
collected a greater number of 
signatures if there had been 
time. He said they "were turned 
down very few tunes" when 
asking citizens to sign the 
petitions. 


Fullwood said 
he thinks 


letting the voters express their 
opinions on the issue is the best 
way to handle the collective 
bargaining matter. 


Scott agreed,

associations secured the 602

providing fire protection out- 
side city limits until March 19, 
the scheduled date for its next 
meeting. 


Comm. 
P.D. 
Fullwood 


proposed the extension to allow 
completion of a map showing 
"zones" in which area fire 
departments will be primarily 
responsible for fire service. 


The map plan was suggested 


Monday during a joint city- 
county fire protection work 
session. 


REPRESENTATIVES from 


many area fire departments 
also attended 
the 
Monday 


meeting and were instrumental 
in formulating the map, ac- 
cording to Fullwood. 


A 30-day extension previously 


granted by the city to permit 
further negotiations concerning 
the fire service problem expired 
Tuesday, according to Mayor 
Sue Youngblood. 


By extending the negotiation 


period, the city commission 
again neither accepted nor 
rejected the county's current 
offer of $25 per call per truck for 
fire protection. Consideration of 
the offer was postponed during 
the commission's last meeting, 
pending the outcome of Mon- 
day's joint work session. 


FULLWOOD said Tuesday he 


believes the joint work session 
ended on a "completely suc- 
cessful tone." County officials 


"did more than I expected," 
Fullwood said, adding he thinks 
the county is "really working" 
on the problem. 


Fullwood said the "zone" 


plan should restrict Corsicana's 
unnecessary fire runs con- 
siderably.

Dream of Developing Haitian Island into Tourist Mecca Gets Tied in Legal Knots

A Texas dream of turning a 


one-time pirate haven off Haiti 
into a profitable island paradise 
has foundered in a welter of 
lawsuits and countersuits that a 
federal judge may be called on 
to unravel at Abilene in April. 


The idea for making the tro- 


pical green 25-mile He de la 
Tortue (Tortuga or Tortoise 
Island) into a Bahama-like free 
port and haven for tourists took 
off from the unlikely launching 
pad of Eastland, 'a town of 
residents 3,178 in West Texas. 


Two local residents, Don and 


Ann Pierson, founded the im- 
portant-sounding 
Dupont 


Caribbean Inc. and set up of- 
fices in the Eastland National 
Bank. 


Dupont 
Caribbean, Inc., 


which has no connection with 
its huge Delaware namesake, is 
a company that exists solely 
for 
developing Tortuga. 
It 


started negotiations in 1967 for 
a free port contract, with the 
Republic of Haiti sharing equal 
stock ownership and each party 
having 10 million shares. 


From January 1972, when the 


Haiti government released the 
first land for development un- 
der a 99-year leasehold con- 
tract, 
until February 1973, 


when it abruptly called a halt 
to further operations, Pierson 
says over $2 million was in- 
vested, while letters of intent 
and contracts being drawn 
promised "well in excess of 
$100 million." 


Among the interested in- 


vestors, according to Pierson, 
was Gulf Oil Corp. 


When President Francois Du- 


valier "Papa Doc" signed into

United States if the proposed 
oil price rollback is signed into 
law. 


George1 P. Mitchell, president 


of the Texas Independent Pro- 
ducers and Royalty Owners As- 
sociation said Monday, "some 
3,000 additional 
wells 
that 


would have been started in the 
United States this year under 
supply-and-demand pricing con- 
ditions will not be drilled if the 
bill becomes law." 


Mitchell made the remarks at 


an annual meeting of the West 
Central Texas Oil and Gas As- 
sociation. 


President Nixon has said he 


will veto the energy bill which 
includes the price rollback. 


The independent 
producer 


added oil from marginal exist- 
ing wells would be lost and 
longer lines would form at 
service stations for gasoline if 


. the measure was signed into 


law. 


He said if imported petro- 


leum could make up the in- 
creased domestic shortage, the 
United States balance of pay- 
ments deficit would increase by 
more than $2.7 billion because 
of the lost domestic production.

capital, that there was foot- 
dragging by Dupont Caribbean 
over meeting some of the 
terms. Two ministers—Edouard 
Francisque, finance, and Fou- 
nier, fortune, justice—were dis- 
patched to Tortuga for an on- 
the-spot inspection.

As a result, the dream of a 


23-story hotel, luxurious con- 
dominiums, 
country 
clubs, 


duty-free goods, a refinery, a 
busy tourist airport, remained 
just that—a dream. 


Today, there are only some 


12 miles or so of unpaved 
roads, an air strip, and heavy 
earth moving equipment rus- 
ting in the sun. The island's na- 


tive population of farmers and 
fishermen remain what they al- 
ways were: poor. 


On Aug. 27, 1972, after a trial 


at which Pierson claims he 
never- had 
the chance 
to 


present testimony, the court 
found Dupont Caribbean in 
breach of contract. Pierson 
says the judge read the deci- 
sion to an empty courtroom. 


The case was taken to an ap- 


pellate court which reportedly 
rendered its decision on Jan. 
28. Again, Dupont Caribbean 
was the loser. 


The way Pierson told it, sit- 


ting in his ranch-style home at 
Eastland recently, he was the 
victim of some behind-the- 


scenes deal between Haitian of- 
ficials and businessmen who 
had bought their way into the 
project. There was, he sug- 
gested, a concerted effort to 
ease him out after higher bid- 
ders came in. 


Pierson fired off a cable of 


protest to Haiti's minister of 
justice in. which he claimed 
that "millions and millions of 
dollars" were being lost to 
Haiti as result of illegal activi- 
ties over the Tortuga affair. 


"I feel that the truth has 


been kept from President Jean- 
Claude Duvalier and his moth- 
er, Mme. Francoise Duvalier, 
the first lady, for a long time," 
Pierson said in an interview. 


"He is a young president and 
people have tried to take ad- 
vantage of his youth. We are 
very hopeful that truth and jus- 
tice will prevail so that the 
project can go.forward." 


Meanwhile, Pierson agreed, 


the money invested is "in lim- 
bo" and all the investors are 
"highly concerned." 


William R. Carden, president 


of Translinear, Inc., of Dallas, 
told a different story. 


Translinear and its affiliated 


company, Equity Capital Man- 
agement, signed a management 
contract with Dupont Caribbean 
and invested $35,000 in the 
Eastland company's stock. The 
management contract did not 


work out "for a variety of rea- 
sons," Carden claimed, so 
Translinear acquired on sub- 
lease all but 400 acres of the 
Haitian government had re- 
leased to Dupont Caribbean. 


"We had decided that, if this 


thing were to succeed, if Tor- 
tuga had any possibilities, so- 
mebody was going to have to 
begin doing some construction 
or the Haitian government 
would likely close the whole 
thing down," Garden said. 


A construction contract was 


negotiated with a California 
firm and work began in August 
1972. When the blow fell .on Du- 
pont Caribbean, it fell on 
Translinear too. All work 


stopped. 


Carden still hopes he can sal- 


vage from the Haitian govern- 
ment his company's Fight to de- 
velop the 4,800 acres subleased 
to it by Dupont Caribbean. Let- 
ters to President Duvalier and 
his ministers asking for clari- 
fication on this have not been 
answered, but Carden - says 
there have been informal hints' 
that things will work out. . 


Meanwhile, Translinear has 


filed suit for 
$2.5 million 


against the Piersons and Du- 
pont Caribbean in federal court 
at Abilene, alleging fraud and 
breach, of contract. 


Pierson retorts that Trans- 


linear was "dedicated to taking 


over" Dupont and its Tortuga 
project. 


Pierson has a $5.6 million suit 


pending against Mike Collins, a 
vice president of Eastland Na- 
tional Bank and a former direc- 
tor of Dupont Caribbean. Pier- 
son charges Collins with steer- 
ing away potential investors to 
Translinear. 


Exchange Street Corp. of 


Fort Lauderdale, Fla., another 
management company which 
formerly worked with Pierson, 
is bringing action at Abilene for 
$220,000 damages.

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Booze Party, Parliamentary Confusion Delay Education Vote by Convention 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - Par- 


liamentary chaos, uncertainty 
and thirst for "border butterm- 
ilk" delayed a major con- 
stitutional convention vote until 
today. 


Legislator-delegates returned 


at 1:30 p.m. to finish work on 
the education article of a new 
Texas Constitution. 


Early action on education 


would clear the way for debate 
to begin on another con- 
troversial area, the voting 
rights article. 


Nearly 30 minutes of parlia- 


mentary confusion, and several 
reminders from the floor that a 
border buttermilk party await- 
ed the delegates, preceded 


Tuesday evening's 98-64 deci- 
sion to recess without wrapping 
up the education article. 


The party was sponsored by 


delegates from the Lower Rio 
Grande Valley. Border but- 
termilk is a tequila drink sim- 
ilar to a margarita. 


Confusion emanated from a 


demand by Rep. Ray Barhhart, 
R-Pasadena, that votes be tak- 
en on the education article a 
section'at a time. Barnhart is 
an arch-foe of the equal educa- 
tional opportunity requirement 
approved by the convention by 
a tight 88-81 vote lastmonth. 
Rep. Jim Mattox, D-Dallas, at 
first made the same demand 
but retracted it after friends 


pointed out it would endanger 
the equal opportunity provision. 


Rep. Joe Pentony, D-Houston, 


indicated he would seek a two- 
thirds vote today to suspend the 
rule requiring a section-by-sec- 
tion vote on the demand of any 
one delegate. 


That would bring up the full 


education article, which could 
be expected to win majority ap- 
proval if taken as a whole. 


Rep. Billy Williamson, D-Ty- 


ler, failed, 90-74, to persuade 
the delegates to send the article 
back to the Education Com- 
mittee for rewriting. Debate on 
the article, including about 100 
attempts to amend it, has gone 
on every weekday since Feb. 


15. 


"There is not one of us who 


can conscientiously say that 
this is the best we can do ... 
Every group that has a paid 
lobbyist is well and amply pro- 
vided for. But what have we 
done for the kids?" Williamson 
said. 


Convention President Price 


Daniel Jr. said a major reason 
for the recess was that some 
delegates wanted the complete 
article laid out in its final form 
so they could "take a calm, re- 
freshed look at it." 


"The party had something to 


do with it," he added. 


The article 
makes few 


changes in the present educa- 


tional system. One is the guar- 
antee of equal educational op- 
portunity, whose meaning prob- 
ably will have to be decided by 
the courts. Another is estab- 
lishment of a $31 million annual 
fund for construction, library 
books and equipment purchases 
at the 22 state colleges outside 
the University of Texas and 
Texas A&M systems. 


A section prohibiting dis- 


crimination in tax-financed 
education on the basis of race, 
sex, religion or national origin 
was removed Tuesday, 90-72. 


Education Committee Chair- 


man Dan Kubiak, D-Rockdale, 
contended the provision was un- 
necessary, since the Bill of 


Rights which already has been 
approved for the constitution 
already guarantees equality un- 
der the law to ail Texans. 


The voting rights article con- 


tains two areas of controversy: 


—Its denial of suffrage to 


persons who have been con- 
victed of felonies, even though 
they have served their sen- 
tences. The legislature, how- 
ever, could restore convicts' 
voting rights. 


—A provision enabling the 


legislature to require property 
ownership in order to vote in 
certain state or local elections 
unless specifically prohibited 
by the U.S. Constitution. 


This would apply to bond 


elections.

The law says it is not even nec- 
essary that all the parties even 
know each other for a con- 
spiracy to exist," Bennett said.

Ramsey, told the jury they 
must view carefully any testi- 
mony by Gerald Castleman. 


"When he takes the stand he 


is admitting out of his own 
mouth that he is guilty of the 
offense," Ramsey said.

At least with most of the 
important committee work done, maybe we can expect more 
progress. 


I want to mention several items that are soon to be 


discussed and about which you may want to express a word. 


MOST of you know that highway funds come from gasoline 


taxes and vehicle licenses. In the present Constitution these 
taxes are split 75 per cent highway money and 25 per cent 
school. There is much pressure to change this percentage. 
Many advocates of education think that schools should 
receive a larger proportion. There is also pressure to expand 
the use of these funds for mass transit for the urban areas. 
Obviously mass transit systems are not needed in our district 
but our taxpayers would have to continue paying taxes for it. 
Also if mass transits are financed out of highway funds, it 
will necessarily reduce the money available for road repair 
and for new roads. 


A new subject for the voters of Texas will soon be discussed 


in this Convention. The Convention will consider a provision 
which will allow a petition from the qualified voters to call a 
Constitutional Convention in the future. This system is 
usually referred to as constitutional initiative. Currently the 
legislature alone has the power to put the issue on the ballot. 


I LIKE the new provision, it will allow action by the people 


if the Legislature fails to act.

cution in the case. He had been 
a codefendant. 


For nearly a year before the 


1972 Nixon campaign contribu- 
tion, Sears testified that his 
pleas for aid from Mitchell in 
Vesco's behalf evoked only 
lukewarm assurances. 


On one occasion, Sears told 


the jury: 


"I told Mr. Mitchell that Bob 


had been very much concerned 
over this SEC matter. He con- 
sidered himself a good friend of 
the Nixon family. He was 
friendly with Don and Edward 


and considered himself a good 
supporter of the President." 


Donald and Edward Nixon 


are brothers of the President, 
who also has a nephew, ^Donald 
Jr., The latter has served as a 
Vesco aide. Sears didn't say 
which Donald Nixon he was re- 


ferring to. 


•"I'll pass it along to Bill Ca- 


sey,'" Sears quoted Mitchell as 
replying, "or, 'I'll talk to Bill 
Casey.'" 


"Did you request him to do 


that?" Sears was asked.

Bakery To Ask 
Setback Change 


Collin Street Bakery has 


requested 
a 
hearing 
for 


variances on building setback 
and parking requirements for 
its new warehouse on South 14th 
St., according to Delma Ware, 
municipal services director. 


The city's Zoning Board of 


Adjustment is scheduled to hear 
the requests March 7 at 2 p.m. 
at City Hall. 


The new warehouse will be 


located across from the west 
side of the present bakery 
building. Estimated cost of the 
proposed structure is $70,400. 


Ware said the bakery is 


requesting a variance of ap- 
proximately 15 feet in the 
building setback requirement. 
Rather 
than 
locate 
its 


warehouse the required 15 feet 
behind the property line facing 
South 14th, the bakery wants to 
build on the property line, Ware 
explained. 


He said the adjustment board 


has the authority to grant such a 
variance due to special cir- 
cumstances if it so desires. In 
this case, Ware said the special 
circumstances 
include 
"an 


extremely 
wide 
parkway," 


which might permit a parking 
area that would not create a 
traffic hazard. 


Ware said the property line is 


approximately 20 feet from the 
street curb. The bakery feels 
this will allow sufficient room 
for a parking area without 
obstructing traffic on the street, 
Ware added. 


The bakery is requesting a 


variance 
on 
the 
required 


number of parking spaces per 
square footage of warehouse 
facilities also. The city requires 
one parking space for each 200 
square feet of warehouse area, 
Ware said. 


Ware said the bakery has 


worked out an agreement with 
the First Baptist Church to 
allow its employes to park on 
the church's parking lot.

The goal of the Master 
Plan will be to move the in- 
stitution forward at a pace of 
good judgement and as time 
allows. 


IT WILL also be based on 


educational concepts that are 
practical and realistic. "The 
institution must be responsive 
to the needs of the people in a 
realistic and practical way, 
making education realistic for 
today's 
and 
tomorrow's 


society," he said. 


Dr. Walker stressed that the 


faculty and students would be 
given the opportunity to work 
with the administration as a 
team, emphasizing that his 
philosophy would "embrace 
teamwork of all three without 
catagories involved — all will 
comprise one team." 


"With

vironment, 
the 
roles

ministratfon must overlap and 
merge so that what is good for 
one will be good for the total 
institution."

Walker stressed. 


DR. WALKER wants to

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Come 


March 13, Amtrak can get you 
from Little Rock to Dallas in 525 
minutes for $17.50. 


The bus can get you there in 


600 minutes for $16.00. 


The plane makes in 55 min- 


utes for $35.64. 


Those are coach fares, which 


means you get a seat. The bus 
lines, incidentally, have a non- 
stop run which costs the same 
$16.00 but takes only 415 min- 
utes. 


Time and cost factors may be 


among the items considered by 
travelers in deciding whether to 
take the train, bus or plane. 


First-class fares, which are 


higher, introduce some niceties, 


such as free drinks on the plane, 
a "roomette" on the train. 


Some prospective Amtrak 


riders speculated that the "roo- 
mette" would be on par with the 
individual compartments you 
may have seen in English 
movies, but that does not ap- 
pear to be the case. 


Gayle Fedrowitz of Amtrak 


public relations in Washington, 
D.C., said the roomette's floor 
dimensions are about six feet by 
seven feet. The roomette 
contains a single chair. 


"It's like a big, overstuffed 


chair, but it seats just one," she 
said. "Usually there are toilet 
facilities that pull out of the 
wall." 


The Amtrak bills the roo- 


mette as nighttime sleeping 
quarters because the chair can 
be made into a bed. "It's not 
like a regular bed for sleeping 
two people," Miss Fedrowitz 
said. "It's just big enough for 
one person, unless you really 
like each other." 


The plane trip, lasting less 


than an hour, is unlikely to 
cause anyone to suffer for long 
the pains of hunger. But the 
Amtrak run translates into 
eight hours and 45 minutes, and 
even the nonstop bus route 
equals six hours and 55 minutes. 


Some persons taking the Am- 


trak to hold down costs might be 
well advised to take a lunch. 


However, if they choose not to, 
food is available on the train. 


A breakfast of juice, coffee, 


two eggs any style, ham or ba- 
con would cost about $2.50, Miss 
Fedrowitz said. A Danish 
pastry would run about 35 cents. 
Two eggs alone: 90 cents. 


Lunch could be a hamburger 


or some other hot sandwich. 


Dinner on the Amtrak might 


be steak, vegetable, dessert and 
a beverage. The tab: $6.00; 
Chicken and fish also could be 
bought. 


None of the prices include in- 


toxicants, which also are avail- 
able. 


DALLAS (AP) - The fraud 


and conspiracy trial here for 
Waggoner Carr, John Osorio 
and a co-defendant may take 
from six to eight weeks of testi- 
mony, lawyers concerned with 
federal court drama agree.

their trial on fOur counts each 
of stock fraud and conspiracy. 
The charges arose from Secu- 
rities and Exchange (SEC) 
probes that led to the 1971 
Sharpstown stock scandals. 


David Hoover, a Dallas busi- 


nessman, is a codefendant, on 
trial for one count fraud. 


Thomas, who was exempted 


from prosecution in return for 
testifying as a government wit- 
ness, was the trial's first wit- 
ness and spent nearly two days 
on the stand, finally stepping 
down late Tuesday. 


Defense lawyers, in cross-ex- 


amination, sought at length to 
show that Carr and Osorio had 


relied on Thomas for legal ad- 
vice in the questioned stock 
transactions. 


The indictment says Carr and 


Osorio used stock from RIC In- 
ternational Industries Inc. to 
attempt to raise $2.5 million in 
loans from Texas banks. 


Thomas who handled the RIC 


account for Osorio's law firm, 
testified he had no knowledge 
that "Osorio personally 
re- 


ceived any funds from loans 
from RIC. 


Under questioning from Carr, 


who is acting as his own attor- 
ney in the trial, Thomas also 
denied knowledge of Carr help- 
ing distribute minutes of an al- 
leged May 15, 1970, meeting of 
the South Atlantic Co., owner of 


RIC which allegedly'authorized

Officials Say Odd-Even Rationing Reducing Gas Lines, Tempers

State officials say odd-even 


gasoline 
sales 
plans 
have 


helped reduce long lines and 
quell squabbling among motor- 
ists at service station pumps 


Twelve states and the Dis- 


trict of Columbia are using 
variations of the distribution 
scheme, allowing motorists to 
get fuel every other day based 
on numbers on license plates or 
inspection decals. In six states 
the plans are mandatory. 


At least seven states have 


such a system at the county or 
city level and still more are 
considering odd-even sales. 


Officials, 
gasoline 
dealers 


and motorists surveyed by The 


Associated 
Press 
generally 


praised the odd-even system. 
They said results varied, de- 
pending on whether the plan 
was voluntary or mandatory 
and on whether it was coupled 
with other measures, such as 
purchase limitations. 


"It's working; it's working," 


said John'Verani, Massachu- 
setts consumer affairs secre- 
tary. "The lines are definitely 
down and in some cases almost 
disappeared." 


The voluntary odd-even sys- 


tem began Feb. 11 in Mas- 
sachusetts. 


Verani said federal announce- 


ments 
that extra 
gasoline 


would be • distribute^ in 26 
states also helped curb panic 


buying. 


Twenty-one • towns 
have 


adopted

necticut, where state energy of- 
ficials rate it as "very success- 
ful." 


Delaware inaugurated man- 


datory odd-even sales on Feb. 
26, but it got off to a faltering 
start with four revisions in its 
first five days of operation. 


Nevertheless, Gov. Sherman 


W. Tribbitt said the system has 
worked. 


Oregon, which first used the 


odd-even system, plans to make 
its system mandatory 
next 


Tuesday and expand its scope. 
Gov. Tom McCall set up the 
system under an emergency 
energy law. 


Stations will be required to 


post their hours, sell gasoline 
for at least an hour after 4:30 
p.m. and set up a system to 
serve priority customers, such 
as emergency service vehicles. 


Stations selling more than 


20,000 eallons a month will 
have to provide at least 60 per 
cent of their supplies to the 
public, and no station will be 
allowed to pump more than 25 
per cent of its monthly allot- 
ment in one week. Private mo- 
torists cannot buy gas if their 
tanks are more than half full. 


State offic'-ls say the odd- 


even program works when the 
state has 80-85 per cent of the 
gasoline it needs. Lines length- 
en when the supply falls below 


80 per cent, partly because of 
panic buying, they said. 


In Washington, D.C., a volun- 


tary odd-even scheme took ef- 
fect Feb. 11. A spokesman for 
Mayor Walter Washington said 
lines were running 60 to 80 cars 
long before the program and by 
last week were down to 25 to 35. 


In Pennsylvania, state offi- 


cials plan to make their volun- 
tary system mandatory to re- 
lieve dealers of policing respon- 
sibility.

Okays 74 Budget

RICE - The first order of 


business by the Rice City 
Council last night was the ap- 
pointment of a mayor pro tern to 
preside in the absence of Mayor 
Ron Cavender, who was unable 
to attend due to a recent 
operation, 
according 
to 


Councilman J. K. Bradley. 


Bradley opened the meeting 


by saying Cavender requested 
that the council appoint a 
mayor pro tern, since there was 
no one serving in the position. 
Bradley was quickly nominated 
and approved by the council. 


During the early portion of 


the meeting, the council ap- 
proved a 1974 budget as 
proposed by Mayor Cavender at 
the February council meeting. 
The total budget is listed as 
$17,512., including a total an- 
titipated income of $6,000, and 
cash on hand totaling $11,512. 


The 
total 
proposed 
ex- 


penditure for the year is $11,512, 
leaving $6,000 as reserve for 
contingencies. 


Mayor proposed expenditures 


are listed as streets, $6,067; fire 
department, 
$4,000; 
street 


lights, $350; legal expenses, 
$200; and maintenance of city 
vehicles, $200. 


Anticipated revenue sharing 


funds for 1974 are $664. 


The council agreed to let the 


newly appointed board of tax 
equalization schedule its own 
time for a public hearing on tax 
evaluations in the city. 


Mrs. Violet Doster, a Rice 


resident who has long com- 
plained of unfair taxing in the 
City, told the council that her 
property evaluation is far out of 
proportion to surrounding land. 
She said she contacted the 
Texas Civil Liverties Union and 
has been informed that her civil 
liberties have been violated by 
the city. 


Mrs. Doster said she con- 


stantly receives billings which 
she does not owe for use of the 
city sewage system. She in- 
formed this reporter that she 
does not use the city sewage 
system. 


Councilman Bradley, who is 


also a member of the board of 
equalization, said the board will 
"go over the entire tax roll" in 
the near future, checking for 
discrepancies. 


A short time later in the 


meeting, when Mrs. Sid Schutte 
begin to question the council 
about the city budget, Coun- 
cilman Dow MaHaley said he 
had "had enough" complaints, 
and he left the meeting.

Perry, Ernest Reynolds, and G. 
H. Ware continued with the 
meeting.
